Experts Sny it Unn e Coltivated at n
- Profit.

A cigar made In Nebraska and of Ne-
Liraska grown tobacco may cause the invet-
erite smoker' to shrug his shoulders in con-
templation, But there are such things, and
it Is said they are not bnd ones; elther. There
aro any number of clear factéories in this
stago and a fair*quality of tobaceo is grown
here.  H. Roeepnstock of this clty purchased
within the past fety days about 7,000 pounds
of Nebraska grown tobacco. The men who
ralsed it are C. R, Chnse and Wells & Nei-
man, all of Schuyler. It is true that Wells
& Nelman cultivate the product more for
pleasure than for profit, but it is sald by
those who are competent to judge that to-
baceo can be ralsed at a profit in Nebraska
it It §s properly cultlvated.

Mr. Rosenstoek says that the state of Wis-
consin ralses about 80000 cases of tobaces
edch year, which is about 300,000 pounds.
Any tobaceo which cun be used at all is
worth 5 cents a pound, while the greater
portion of it will easily bring 10 conts. This
state Is as favorably located as Wisconsin
and Mr. Roscnsiock says the question s,
Why cannot that amount of tobaceo be cul-
Ltivated here gs well as In the state further
cast?

The cultivation of tobacco, like the eul-
tivation of beets, requires constant attentlon,
It must be kept clean and worms must be
guarded ngainst. The soll around the plant
must also be Kept loose, and, In fact, the
crop requires constant attention till It is
gathered, Then it must be cut at the right
time and have a proper place for seasoning
This requires carefully bullt sheds for that
purpose.

Mr. Hoesenstock says that a farmer with
two or three boys to do the work can care
for about three acres of tobacco. He can-
not afford to employ hbigh-priced labor to
care for the crop. Any boy old enough to
handle a hoe Is old enough to care for the
growing erop, and the farmer after a little
sludy and investigation of the plant will
soon learn how to direct operations,

That portion of the tobacco used for wrig-
pers ls the most valuable, while the binders
are next in value, with fillerg last. The bet-
ter care the crap receives the more wrappors
wlll be gathered, and thereln llea the profit.
It Is estimated that about 1,200 pounds of to-
baceo ean be eut from an acre, which at the
lowost price will bring $£60. This result, it
Is predicted, would be Improved each year,
Just az in the ralsing of sugar beets, ac-
cording to the advancement the farmer
malkcs in the knowledge of how to cultlvate
the plant.

As to climatle conilitions, tobaceo Is like
& gréeat many other crops, In that it cannot
prosper under a dry scason, nor under one
that Is wet. Tte worst enemies are the to-
baceo woarm, which can be guarded against
by ciareful watching, and the hall, which no
one can contral,

Wells & Neiman at Schuyler cultivate a
good deal of tobaceo cvery year, but, ag
mentioned above, they do g0 more from an
interest in It than from a desire to profit
from their work., It l& sald that thelr plant
Is about as complete as any on the larger
tobaceo farms In Kentucky. They have all
the facilities for the successful operation of
the business and employ nearly all the work
they require in_securing a orop. They find
a ready sale fop, thylr produet, but thelr ex-
pense Is sald o beso large that the returns
do not leave them apy margin on the in-
vestment, unliess the pleasure of smoklng the
Nobraska-made tlgdr of Nebraska-grown to-
baceo furnishés, the remuneration.
